AGRICULTURAL WAGES BOARD FOR 
IRELAND. 


The Board met at their offices, 14 St. Stephen’s 
Green, North, Dublin, on Thursday, 13th January, 
1921, when Mr. J. V. Coyle (Chairman) presided. 

There was a general discussion in regard to the 
exclusion of Ireland from the provisions of the 
Agriculture Act passed last session. 

A deputation, consisting of Mr. B® McClun 
(Workers’ Union) and Councillor Logue (Nationa 
Amalgamated Union of Labour) waited on the 
Board for the purpose of submitting a statement 
relative to the question of revising the nimum 
rates of wages applicable to Counties Antrim, 
Down, Donegal, and.Londonderry, a matter in re- 
gard to which the District Wages Committees con- 
cerned had so far failed to come to any decisién. 

The Board considered reports received from Dis- 
trict Wages Committees, and made several apoint- 
ments of representatives of employers and workmen 
to the Committees. A number of applications for 
exemption were granted, and correspondence and 
inspectors’ reports relative to the wages paid to 
workmen in Oneen's County, and Counties Carlow, 
Cork, Fermanagh, Tyrone, and Wexford were also 


dealt. with.

ST. VINCENT DE PAUL FREE NIGHT

The Committee of the Society of St. Vincent de 
Night Shelter 
for homeless Roman Catholic men recently issued 
its report for the year 1918-19. As will be seen 
from our’ advertising columus, the admissions tu 
the Night Shelter dusing the past year reached the 
high total of 16,786. During the same period 
the men frequenting the Shelter were supplied with 
26,801 free meals. These figures show a very 
large increase on those of the preceding year, and 
owing to the advance in the cost of food and fuel, 
apart from general upkeep, a severe strain has 
been put upon the resources of the Institution. 

In an extract from the report referred to it is 
etated :—Few realise how many men there are— 
on any one night in the year—in this City of 
Dublin who are homeless and penniless, and who, 
therefore, have po right to claim as their own a 
shelter against the weather and a bed upon which 
they may rest. In damp, dark, draughty hall. 
ways and arcliways, or awainst the wall of. some 
factory—inere are they by exhaustion to 
seek repose. They are not of them broken 
men—utterly beaten, crippled by age or infirmity. 
Many a stalwart labourer, many a skilled artisan, 
many. a respectable clerk, has sourht admission to 
the Shelter after a turn of bad luck in work or a 
spell of severe illness. The decent, honest, self- 
re ting men feel that they are received into 
the Shelter with a cordiality and friendliness that 
strengthens. them, suetaims them, and encourages 
them in the effort to better their. lot. The members 
of the Committe: do al) they can to secure employ- 
ment for their guests and in every way make life 
easier and happier for them.

Mooney) applied for & con á 
certiorari to quash the Ag 
Aabeas corpus im the case of Joseph goin 
who was tried by ial in Cork on 
15th December, and who has been, nti ete 
to death, and ie awaiting execution, which has 
been fixed for Monday next. ‘Counsel gro 
his application upon the legal 
essentials of justice had d 
courtmartial, and that in the ci 
forth in an affidavit it was impossible that 
justice could have been done to his case his 
counsel at the trial, The accused had 
charged with both the murder and manslaughter 
of a soldier in Cork. He was acquitted on the 
charge of manslaughter and convicted on the 
charge of murder. One of the principal matters 
that counsel relied upon was, how at the court- 
martial the question of the reception of wy on 
cular evidence was dealb with by the 
Advocate with the assent and acq BE an Na of 
counsel who was prosecuting. Mr. oie. Laem 
submitted that there could be no doubt about 
the law that a witness could Sys 
upon a materia] and relevant maiter as to state- 
ments made by him on some other occasion 
either verbally or in writing or on oath. But 
in this case the Judge Advocate ruled that thie 
could not be done by counsel for the accused, 
on the ground that the statement on which he 
wished to cross-examine hed been made at a 
court of inquiry held into the death of the 
soldier, and convened by the military authorities 
in lieu of the ordinary coroner’s inquest. At 
the inquiry ‘two witnesses were examined. At 
the courtmartial Mr. McElligott, who appeared 
for Joseph Murphy, when he heard the evidente 
of the first of these witnesses, and afterwards 
when he heard the evidence of the second of 
them, and saw that their evidence materially 
and vitally differed from the evidence as re 


ported in ‘the Press, that they were stated &o 
have given et the court of inquiry, and that it 
differed in a vitally material matter, namely, 
one going to the identification of the accused, 
because it was a question purely and simply of 
identification. That being so, Mr. McETligott, 
when he proceeded to cross-examine the first of 
these witnesses, cross-examined him with regard 
to the evidence that he had given at the court 
of inquiry; and he asked this witness whether 
he had not given a particular answer which was 
at variance with his evidence now given at the 
trial. This question was objected to, and the 
ground upon which it was objected to by the 
counsel who prosecuted, a member of the Eng- 
lish Bar, was this: He said that under one of 
the rules of procedure if e& witness was 
examined at a court of inquiry he enjoyed an 
immunity from the consequences of any answer 
that he gave. The Court ruled against Mr. 
McElligott. The latter called for a record of 
the proceedings, at the court of inquiry for the 
purpose of informing the Court whether he was 
not justified in his question and right in his 
suggestion. That was also objected to, and was 
also: ruled against Mr. McKilhgott with the 
acquiescence of the counsel who was prosecuting.
